The  contribution  of  all  those  named  --  committee  and  speakers  alike- 
made  our  1994  convention  one  we'll  long  remember.

and  with  1995  already  close  at  hand,  it's  time  to  tell  one  and  all 
that  ISASC's  17th  Convention  will  be  held  in  Hershey,  Pennsylvania, 
from  May  4th  to  7th.  Aside  from  moving  east  2,500  miles,  the  venue 
for  our  next  conclave  will  be  quite  different  from  past  conventions.

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FOR  THE  MOMENT  —  BACK  TO  S.F. 

Deserving  of  special  note  is  a  report  on  the  two  Directors'  meetings 
and  the  members'  business  meeting  held  during  the  convention. 
Directors  comprised  yours  truly,  Jan  Macho,  Bill  Doniger,  and  Diana 
Crawforth-Hitchins ,  and  a  brief  synopsis  follows  of  the  business 
transacted  and  action  steps  decided  on: 

1.  It  was  recommended  at  the  members'  meeting  that  steps  be  taken  to 
expand  ISASC's  corps  of  officers,  thus  enabling  our  Society  to  do 
more  to  promote  growth  and  to  provide  additional  services.  Your 
directors  concurred  wholeheartedly  with  this  recommendation,  and 
shortly  after  the  convention,  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  four  North 
American  directors,  three  additional  vice  presidents  were 
elected,  as  follows: 

Ruth  Willard,  who  will  assume  the  position  of  Associate  Editor  for 
EQM,  and  whose  function  will  be  to  generate  articles  having  to  do 
mainly  with  U.S.  scales  and  allied  subjects; 

Joseph  Lenorovitz,  who  will  take  on  two  functions:  one,  to  secure 
publicity  about  ISASC  in  antique  publications  and  North  American 
media  at  large;  and  two,  to  determine  ways  in  which  our  convention 
can  be  modified  so  as  to  appeal  to  a  wider  range  of  members  and 
thus  build  attendance; 

Dale  Goldman,  who  will  devote  her  time  to  building  our  library, 
which,  in  the  main,  will  entail  finding  catalogs  published  by 
well-known  U.S.  scale  companies  that  our  members  are  keen  on 
acquiring  (Fairbanks,  Howe,  Chatillon,  Troemner,  Hanson,  Triner, 
Pelouze,  Buffalo,  Pitney-Bowes ,  Jones  of  Binghamton,  etc.).  As 
quickly  as  Dale  is  able  to  lay  her  hands  on  what's  out  there, 
we'll  take  steps  to  publish  them  and  make  them  available  to  our 
members . 
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We ' re  all  excited  about  this  expansion  step,  and  in  this  coming 
October  issue  of  EQM,  our  enlarged  slate  of  officers  will  appear 
on  the  masthead  on  the  inside  cover.  Meanwhile,  things  have 
already  started  to  happen.  Ruth  Willard  has  prepared  a  letter  to 
the  entire  membership  (enclosed  with  this  Newsletter)  asking  for 
help  in  connection  with  her  new  responsibilities.  Joe  Lenorovitz 
has  appointed  a  committee  comprising  Lew  Weiss,  Gloria  Lipfert, 
and  Will  Willard,  and  he  tells  us  that  their  initial  effort  will 
be  to  undertake  some  research  to  determine  the  convention  pref¬ 
erences  of  our  members.  And  Dale  Goldman,  from  what  we  gather, 
will  be  contacting  our  members  to  learn  what  books  and  catalogs  on 
scales  can  be  made  available  to  us  for  reprinting  purposes. 
Things  are  happening! 

2.  Our  financial  situation  is  excellent,  and  our  net  equity  position 
at  the  moment  is  about  $20,000. 

3.  Our  membership  is  at  an  all-time  high,  with  295  members  in  the 
North  American  Chapter  and  about  115  in  the  European  Chapter. 
(The  latest  membership  update  is  enclosed,  to  be  added  to  your 
Directory . ) 

4.  Our  Benefactor  Program  is  solidly  in  place,  and  in  each  of  the 
three  years  since  its  inception,  we've  handily  met  our  financial 
goal.  Our  thanks  to  the  many  members  who  supported  it  this  year 
and  in  the  past.  (And  for  the  foreseeable  future,  for  as  long  as 
the  Benefactor  Program  continues  to  serve  its  purpose,  we  do  not 
anticipate  any  need  to  raise  dues.) 

5.  Our  publications  department  is  thriving,  and  in  1993  we  realized 
sales  of  more  than  $9,000. 

6.  Our  dealings  with  the  European  Chapter  during  its  reorganization, 
necessary  so  that  it  complies  with  English  tax  laws  as  well  as 
ISASC's  overall  authority,  are  proceeding  smoothly,  and  by  the  end 
of  the  year,  the  conversion  should  be  completed. 
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7.  ISASC's  bibliography,  being  compiled  and  produced  by  Judy  and  Eric 
Soslau,  is  close  to  completion,  and  our  plans  call  for  the  first 
edition  to  be  published  and  made  available  to  our  members  by  our 
May,  1995,  convention. 

8.  The  EQM  Index  is  still  in  the  process  of  being  updated  by  Diana 
Crawf orth-Hitchins ,  and  with  her  workload  and  health  permitting, 
should  be  completed  some  time  in  1995. 

9.  The  supplemental  EQM  Index  (chronology  of  articles  from  EQM ' s 
inception)  will  be  updated  by  the  end  of  this  year  and,  if  all 
goes  well,  published  in  early  1995. 

10.  The  video  project,  i.e.,  videotaping  specialized  scale  col¬ 
lections,  was  deferred  for  the  time  being. 

11.  By  a  strong  show  of  hands,  members  expressed  a  preference  for 
convening  in  New  Orleans  in  1996,  rather  than  elsewhere  in  Mid- 
America.  If  requisite  conditions  can  be  met  (suitable  hotel  space 
and  rates  in  particular),  action  will  be  taken  to  hold  our  '96 
get-together  in  Cajun  country.

Based  on  Gary's  research,  combined  with  that  of 
members  Jerry  Katz  and  Lew  Weiss  and  Dennis  Thompson  of  North 
Olmsted,  Ohio  (a  descendant  of  the  Hoadley  family  and  a  re¬ 
searcher  nonpareil),  we've  learned  that  E.J.  Hoadley,  who  resided 
in  Hartford  in  1894,  was  the  manufacturer  of  Moses1  Cough  Drops." 
And  as  a  final  finding,  we  learned  from  Thompson  that  in  1894, 
E.J.'s  annual  output  of  Moses'  Cough  Drops  was  200  tons,  with  the 
confection  being  sold  in  more  than  1,300  establishments  in  the 
U.S.  and  Canada.  A  scale  manufacturer  E.J.  wasn't,  but  a 
confectioner,  BIG  TIME,  he  surely  was!  And  on  that  note,  let's 
put  the  issue  to  rest.
